New  Division  Offices 

During  the  biennium,  two  new  Field  Division  Offices  were  completed 
and  dedicated.  The  Northeast  Division  building  a’t  Dallas,  Luzerne  County,  was 
dedicated  April  20,  1961.  The  Northwest  Division  headquarters  at  Franklin, 

Venango  County,  was  dedicated  October  20,  1961.  Both  buildings  were  started 
during  the  previous  biennium.  The  Southeast  Division  building  at  Reading,  Berks 
County,  was  started  and  completed  in  this  biennium.  Dedication  of  this  head- 
quarters was  held  September  2,  1961.  All  three  buildings  were  constructed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  and  Construction,  Department  of  Property 
and  Supplies  and  have  provided  excellent  facilities  for  Division  Offices. 


Budget  Examiner  Function 


This  position  was  created  and  filled  during  the  biennium  and  has 
materially  assisted  the  Harrisburg  and  field  staffs  in  correlating  budget  prepar- 
ation and  control  of  expenditures.  Supplying  current  budgetary  information  for 
Commission  review  and  action  has  resulted  in  all  programs  being  alerted  to  the 
need  of  strict  economical  measures  without  reducing  services  to  the  sportsmen  and 
public  of  the  Commonwealth, 
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Accounting  Section 


The  Comptroller's  Office  of  the  Pennsylvania  Came  Commission  presents 
the  following  tabular  schedule  to  indicate  the  Game  Commission’s  financial  posi-

For  your  information,  we  give  below  the  changes  made  by  the  1961  session 
of  the  Legislature  to  The  Game  Law  of  1937.  These  changes  are  now  in  effect. 

(The  punctuation  is  ours,  for  the  reason  that  the  official  punctuation  was  not  avail- 
able at  the  time  this  information  was  compiled.)

: PENALTY  FOR  ASSISTING  IN  TAKING  GAME 

Section  701,  first  paragraph,  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  June  13,  1961, 
:\ct  No.  175,  now  reads; 

"Section  701.  Unlawful  Taking,  Killing,  Possession,  Etc.,  of  Game. — 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  it  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  take  or 
till  or  wound,  or  attempt  to  take  or  kill  or  wound,  or  assist  in  the  taking,  killing, 
ar  wounding  of  any  game,  except  during  the  open  season,  or  to  have  in  possession, 
pither  living  or  dead,  any  game,  or  any  part  thereof,  except  game  lawfully  taken  dur- 
ing the  open  season,  which  may  be  had  in  possession  up  to  and  including  July  first  of 
the  year  immediately  following." 


(No  change  in  remainder  of  Section). 

; Section  731,  Clause  (q),  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  June  13,  1961,  Act 

i\'o.  175,  now  reads: 

: "Section  731.  Penalties . --  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 

the  sections  of  this  article  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  sentenced  to  pay  the  follow- 
ing fines  and  costs  of  prosecution  for  each  offense: 


"(q)  Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  for  hunting,  or  chasing,  or 
patching,  or  taking,  or  killing,  or  wounding,  or  receiving,  or  delivering,  or  trans- 
)orting,  or  shipping  or  using  or  concealing  or  assisting  to  take,  kill,  wound,  trans- 
port, or  conceal,  or  having  in  possession,  or  attempting  to  hunt  for,  catch,  take, 
pill,  wound,  or  transport  contrary  to  this  article,  or  regulations  adopted  thereun- 
ler  by  the  commission,  or  for  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  relatin 
'0  the  shipping  or  transportation  or  removal  out  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  relating  to 
j.he  buying  or  selling  or  bartering  of  the  whole,  or  any  substantial  part  or  parts  of; 

I.  Each  elk,  two  hundred  dollars,  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
fix  months’  imprisonment. 

II.  Each  deer,  one  hundred  dollars  during  any  deer  season;  at  any  other 
iime,  for  the  first  offense,  one  hundred  dollars  and  the  person  convicted  shall  be 
lenied  the  right  to  hunt  or  trap  anywhere  in  this  Commonwealth,  with  or  without  a 
-icense,  for  a period  of  three  years;  and  for  the  second  and  each  subsequent  offense, 
-WO  hundred  dollars  and  the  person  convicted  shall  be  denied  the  right  to  hunt  or 
rap  anywhere  in  this  Commonwealth,  with  or  without  a license,  for  a period  of  three 
^ears.  When  the  convicted  person  has  been  denied  the  right  to  hunt  or  trap  anywhere 
n this  Commonwealth  for  a period  of  one  year,  the  commission  upon  good  cause  shown 
lay  grant  the  right  to  hunt  or  trap  anywhere  in  this  Commonwealth  to  the  person  con- 
victed. 
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III.  Each  bear,  two  hundred  dollars  during  any  bear  season;  at  any  other 
time,  two  hundred  dollars  and  the  person  convicted  shall  be  denied  the  right  to  hunt 
or  trap  anywhere  in  this  Commonwealth,  with  or  without  a license,  for  a period  of 
five  years. 


IV.  Each  wild  turkey,  ruffed  grouse,  pheasant,  quail,  partridge,  or 
woodcock,  twenty-five  dollars. 

V.  Each  raccoon,  twenty-five  dollars. 

VI.  Each  other  wild  bird  or  wild  animal,  ten  dollars." 


AMMUNITION  FOR  KILLING  BIG  GAME  DESTROYING  PROPERTY 

Section  724,  Subsection  (2),  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  June  13,  1961, 
Act  No.  170,  now  reads: 

"Section  724.  Killing  Game  Destroying  Property. — 


"(2)  Any  elk,  deer,  or  bear  may  be  legaljj  killed  only  through  the  use  of 
a firearm  which  discharges  a single  ball  or  bullet  /Hefe-sfflaiier-fehafl-a-tweflfey-f ive 
caiibr^  other  than  one  fired  from  a twenty-two  or  twenty-five  calibre  rimfire  cart- 
ridge, under  the  foregoing  provisions,  provided  a report  is  made  as  hereinafter  re- 
quired and  other  conditions  stipulated  are  complied  with;  and 


"Any  person  violating  any  of  the  several  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
liable  for  the  fines  hereinafter  provided." 


LICENSES  TO  NONRESIDENTS  OF  THE  U.S.A,  TO  HUNT  ON  REGULATED  SHOOTING  GROUNDS 

Section  303.1,  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  June  13,  1961,  Act  No.  100,  now 

reads : 

"Section  303.1  Three-Day  Licenses  to  Nonresidents  to  Hunt  on  Regulated  Shoot- 
ing Grounds. — Every  person  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  or  upward,  upon  application  in 
writing  to  the  authorized  agent  in  such  form  as  the  commission  may  prescribe,  and  the 
presentation  of  proof  that  he  or  she  is  a nonresident  of  the  Commonwealth  but  a citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  case  of  naturalized  foreign-born  non-residents  the 
production  of  such  applicant’s  naturalization  papers,  or  an  alien  nonresident  who  is 
also  a nonresident  of  the  United  States,  and  who  furnishes  satisfactory  proof  of  his  or 

her  residence,  shall  upon  the  payment  to  the  issuing  agent  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  for 

the  use  of  the  commission,  and  fifteen  cents  ($.15)  for  the  use  of  the  issuing  agent, 
be  entitled  to  the  license  herein  referred  to  as  a "Three-Day  Special  Regulated  Shoot- 
ing Ground  License,"  which  shall  be  valid  for  a period  of  three  (3)  consecutive  days, 
Sundays  excluded,  and  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  hunt,  take  or  kill,  on  law- 
fully operated  regulated  shooting  grounds,  all  wild  birds  and  wild  animals,  which  may 
be  legally  hunted,  taken  or  killed  in  this  Commonwealth  on  such  grounds,  and  to  parti- 
cipate in  a shoot  held  thereon  under  a regulated  shooting  grounds  permit. 

"A  tag  or  button  in  such  size  and  form  as  the  commission  may  determine, 

shall  be  issued  with  each  license,  which  tag  or  button  the  licensee  is  required  to 

wear  in  plain  view  on  an  outer  garment  at  all  times  while  using  it,  in  such  a manner 
that  the  tag  or  button  and  the  numerals  thereon  is  plainly  visible.  The  holder  of 
such  license  shall  be  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  requirements  of  all  laws  and 
regulations  of  the  commission  now  in  force  or  hereafter  adopted,  and  to  the  penalties 
prescribed  for  violation  thereof. 

"Upon  filing  an  appropriate  bond  with  corporate  surety  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1000)  approved  by  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  permittees  of 
regulated  shooting  grounds,  or  an  officer  of  a corporate  permittee,  who  for  that  pur- 
pose are  hereby  made  agents  of  the  Department  of  Revenue,  shall  be  authorized  to  issue 
Three-Day  Nonresident  Licenses  /for  use  on  the  grounds  of  the  issuing  permittee^/  as 
hereinbefore  described. 
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"F.ach  issuing  agent  shall  keep  a record  and  make  monthly  rc[)orts  and  re- 
mittances, in  the  form  and  manner,  and  at  the  time  prescribed  by  sections  three  hund- 
red ten  and  three  hundreo  eleven  of  The  Game  Law. 

"Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  holders  of  nonresident  hunting 
licenses  from  hunting  on  regulated  shooting  grounds  by  requiring  them  to  obtain  an 
additional  license  as  prescribed  above." 

RACCOON  HOUNDS  TO  PARTTCtfAT?.  IN  FTF.f.D  TRIALS  DURING  NIGHT  TIME  liOUTS 

Section  720,  first  paragraph,  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  ouly  13.  1961, 
Act  No.  295,  now  reads: 

"Section  720.  Permits  for  Field  Trials.--  rt  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  field 
meets  or  trials,  where  dogs  are  permitted  to  work  on  liberated  or  native  wild  game  in 
exhibition  or  contest,  provided  due  diligence  is  exercised  by  those  directing  such  meet, 
or  participating  therein,  to  prevent  the  injury  or  killing  of  the  game  being  pursued, 
at  any  time  during  daylight  hours,  excepting  raccoon  hounds  participating  in  a field 
trial  during  the  night  time  hours  from  sunset  to  sunrise,  from  the  first  day  of  August 
to  the  close  of  the  training  season  as  fixed  by  this  act,  or  by  resolution  of  the 
commission,  without  first  securing  a permit;  and  from  the  close  of  such  training  season 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  ouly  after  having  secured  a permit  as  hereinafter  required." 


(No  change  in  remainder  of  Section). 

LBITTTNG  THE  NUMBER  OF  PERS0^'S  WHO  MAY  HUNT  DFER  AS  A PARTY 

Section  707  is  amended  by  the  Act  approved  July  13,  1961  Act  No.  293,  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  a new  subsection  to  read: 

"Section  707.  Regulations  for  Parties  Hunting  Big  Game.-- 


"(i)  No  group  hunting  deer  together,  or  in  unison,  or  as  a party,  shall 
consist  of  more  than  twenty-five  persons. " 


CHANGING  EXPIRATiON  DATE  OF  GAME  COMM ISS TOM  PERMITS 

Section  401,  first  paragraph,  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  ouly  14,  1961, 
Act  No.  309,  now  reads: 

"Section  401.  Commission  Empowered  to  Grant  Permits.--  Under  tlie  condi- 
tions and  limitations  hereinafter  prescribed,  the  commission  may  grant  permits  at  its 
discretion  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  who,  unless  otherwise  specified,  shall  be 
residents  of  the  Commonwealth  and  twenty-one  years  old  or  over,  whj^ch  permits  shall  be 
in  such  form  as  the  commission  may  determine  and  shall  expire  on  _/Hay-thirty-f irs^7 
June  thirtieth  of  each  year,  and  which  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  at  anytime  at  tlie 
discretion  of  the  commission.  Such  permits  shall  not  be  transferable.  Such  permits 
may  be  issued: 

(This  act  - No.  309  - shall  take  effect  June  1,  1961,  except  that  permits 
issued  between  ^une  1,  1961,  and  june  30,  1961,  both  dates  inclusive,  shall  not  ex- 
pire until  June  30,  1962,  unless  sooner  revoked  or  suspended  by  the  commission.) 
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ELIMINATING  ALL  REFERENCE  TO  ALIENS  POSSESSING  DOGS 


Section  1003,  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  April  28,  1961,  Act  No.  57, 

will  read: 


"Section  1003.  Prjma  Facie  Evidence  of  Violations. — The  possession  of 
a shotgun  or  rifle  or  pistol  or  firearm  of  any  make  or  kind  /^-af-^'deg-^I-gm-y-Hf-i-nd-^/ 
by  an  unnaturalized  foreign-born  resident,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  a vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

_ The  presence  of  a shotgun  or  rifle  or  pistol  or  firearm  of  any  make  or 
kind  /r"d'f “fff ~a'fr7~kTtrd7  in  a room  or  house  or  building  or  tent  or  camp  of  any 
description,  occupied  or  controlled  by  an  unnaturalized  foreign-born  resident,  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  firearm  /or-d&£7  is  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
person  occupying  or  controlling  the  property  in  which  the  same  is  found,  and  shall 
render  such  person  liable  to  the  fines  imposed  by  this  article." 

Section  1004,  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  April  28,  1961,  Act  No.  57, 

will  read: 

"Section  1004.  Penalties.  — Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
article  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  sentenced  to  pay  the  following  fines  and  costs  of 
prosecution  for  each  offense: 

"For  the  capturing  or  killing,  or  aiding  in  the  capturing  or  killing,  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  any  wild  bird  or  animal, 

(a)  Each  elk,  two  hundred  dollars  ($200),  and,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  six  months’  imprisonment. 

(b)  Each  deer,  one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

(c)  Each  bear,  two  hundred  dollars  ($200). 

(d)  Each  wild  turkey,  ruffed  grouse,  ringneck  pheasant,  quail,  partridge, 
or  woodcock,  twenty-five  dollars  ($25). 

(e)  Each  raccoon,  twenty-five  dollars  ($25). 

(f)  Each  other  bird  or  animal,  ten  dollars  ($10). 

"For  hunting  in  any  manner,  or  for  owning  or  possessing  a shotgun  or 
rifle  or  pistol  or  firearm,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  twenty-five 
dollars  ($25)  and  costs  of  prosecution.

"Any  person  convicted  of  a second  and  subsequent  offense  shall  be  liable 
to  the  fines  above  provided  and  costs  of  prosecution,  and  in  addition  thereto,  shall, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  suffer  imprisonment  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine 
imposed. " 


Section  1005,  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  April  28,  1961,  Act  No,  57, 

will  read; 

"Section  1005.  Forfeiture  of  Firearms  /aHd-Beg&7. — All  shotguns,  rifles, 
pistols  and  firearms  in  possession  or  under  control  of  an  unnatural- 

ized foreign-born  resident  shall,  upon  the  conviction  of  any  such  person,  or  upon 
his  signing  an  acknowledgment  of  guilt  as  hereinafter  provided  in  this  act,  be 
forfeited  to  the  Commonweal tji.  All  such  firearms  shall  be  sold  by  the  commission 
as  hereinafter  provided."

"Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  regulations  of  the  commission  and  the 
provisions  of  subsection  (e)  of  section  501  of  this  act,  every  deer  taken  shall  be 
a male  deer  having  two  or  more  points  to  one  antler,  and  every  bear  taken  shall  be 
not  less  than  one  year  old. 


"(b)  Any  person  who  kil^s  a wild  turkey,  bear  or  deer,  which  upon  pre- 
sentation to  a district  game  protector  of  the  county  concerned  is  shown  to  his  satis- 
faction to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  when  it  was  killed,  shall  have  the  right 
to  kill  another  animal  of  the  same  species  then  in  season,  and  tlie  district  game 
protector  shall  authorize  such  person,  in  writing,  to  kill  a second  wild  turkey, 
bear  or  deer  as  provided  above.  All  parts  of  said  unfit  game  siiall  be  turned  over 
to  the  district  game  protector  intact,  except  for  the  removal  of  the  entrails  which 
is  a normal  field  procedure." 

Section  705,  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  I'.lay  9,  1961,  Act  Uo.  06,  will 

read ; 

"Section  705.  Unlawful  Killing  of  Big  Gaii>e.--  Except  as  otlierwise 

provided  in  this  act,  it  is  unlawful  for  any  person  at  any  time  by  standing  on  watch 
or  otherwise  to  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill,  a second  big  game  animal  of  the  same 
species  in  one  season.  It  shall  not  be  unlawful  for  a member  of  a camp  or  body  of 
men  liunting  together  who  has  killed  a legal  big  game  animal  to  cooperate  with  the 
members  of  such  camp  or  body  of  men  hunting  together  only  in  tlie  manner  known  as 
driving,  while  acting  as  a member  of  such  camp  or  body  of  men  hunting  together,  so 
long  as  the  number  of  big  game  animals  killed  by  suclq  camp  or  body  of  men  hunting 
together  shall  not  exceed  the  legal  limit. 

"It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  at  any  time  to  shoot  at  or  wound  or  kill, 
or  attempt  to  shoot  at  or  wound  or  kill,  or  have  in  possession,  a female  elk,  or  a 
deer  without  visible  antlers  or  horns  less  than  such  weight  or  age  as  sliall  be 
fixed  by  resolution  of  the  commission,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  subsection

"A  permit  issued  to  a nonresident  firm  or  corporation  authorizing  such 
firm  or  corporation  to  receive  or  to  purchase  and  to  resell  raw  furs  in  this  Common- 
wealth for  commercial  purposes  shall  authorize  not  to  exceed  three  members  of  said 
firm  or  corporation,  or  one  employe  thereof,  to  use  said  permit  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  raw  furs  in  this  Commonwealth.  The  names  and  addresses  of  such  persons 
shall  be  clearly  indicated  on  the  face  of  the  permit,  which  shall  at  all  times  be 
carried  by  the  person  using  it. 

"It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  purchase,  or  receive,  or  resell,  or 
to  aid  or  assist  in  the  purchase  or  resale  of  raw  furs  for  commercial  purposes 
without  a permit,  as  Herein  required,  issued  by  the  commission."

(c)  Each  bear,  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) ; 

(d)  Each  wild  turkey,  ruffed  grouse,  ringneck  pheasant,  quail,  partridge, 
or  woodcock,  swan,  wild  goose,  brant,  or  wild  duck,  twenty-five  dollars  ($25) ; 

(e)  Each  raccoon,  twenty-five  dollars  ($25) ; 

(f)  For  each  other  bird  or  animal,  ten  dollars  ($10) . 

"For  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  not  above  specifical- 
ly provided  for,  or  for  violating  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commission 
adopted  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  and  costs  of 
prosecution  for  each  offense."

"Section  501.  Open  Seasons. — After  investigation,  or  information  other- 
wise obtained  by  the  commission,  as  to  the  annual  game  supply,  the  commission  may, 
by  appropriate  rules  and  regulations,  a summary  of  which  shall  be  published  as  here- 
inafter specified,  fix  seasons,  shooting  hours,  and  daily  season  and  possession 
limits,  or  remove  protection  and  declare  an  open  season,  or  increase,  reduce  or 
close  seasons,  or  increase  or  reduce  bag  limits,  for  all  species  of  game  birds  and 
game  animals  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  or  in  any  part  thereof,  or  limit  the 
number  of  hunters  in  any  designated  area  and  prescribe  the  methods  of  hunting 
therein,  when  in  its  opinion,  such  action  is  necessary  to  assure  the  maintenance 
of  an  adequate  supply  of  such  species,  or  when  an  unbalanced  sex  ratio  exists 
which  in  its  opinion  should  be  corrected,  or  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission, 
such  additional  open  season  will  not  jeopardize  the  future  supply  of  game. 

(c)  Resident  and  Nonresident  Hunters*  Licenses  and  Tags  for  Antlerless 
Deer.  If  in  any  year  the  commission,  by  resolution,  declares  an  open  season  for 
antlerless  deer,  it  shall  issue  resident  and  nonresident  hunters’  licenses  and 
tags  for  antlerless  deer  to  hunt  for  or  kill  such  deer,  at  a fee  of  one  dollar 
fifteen  cents  under  such  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  issuance  of  such 
licenses  and  tags  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  limit  the  number  of  persons  who  may 
hunt  for  such  deer  in  any  county  of  the  Commonwealth,  provided  public  notice  of 
such  action  is  given  as  hereinafter  required;  And  Provided,  however.  That  no 
applications  for  antlerless_deer  licenses  received  from  nonresidents  shall  be  ap- 
proved or  licenses  issued  /except-dnring-a-perTod-of-thTrty-639^“days“Tmmediate±y 
preGeding-the-opening-dat^T' in  advance  of  thirty  days  prior  to  the  opening  date  of 
such  antlerless  deer  season.  Such  licenses  and  tags  may  be  issued  only  to  holders 
of  resident  or  nonresident  hunting  licenses. 

"Resident  and  nonresident  hunters’  licenses  and  tags  for  antleriess  deer 
shall  be  issued  only  by  the  county  treasurers  in  counties  where  such  deer  may  be 
hunted  and  killed,  who,  for  that  purpose,  are  hereby  made  agents  of  the  Department 
of  Revenue. 

"For  services  rendered  in  collecting  and  paying  over  fees  and  issuing 
licenses  and  tags,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  such  agents  may  retain  the  sum  of  fif- 
teen cents  from  the  amount  paid  by  each  licensee,  which  amount  shall  be  paid 
into  the  coun":y  treasury,  except  that  such  agents  may  retain  therefrom  any 
amounts  necessary  to  reimburse  them  for  any  expenses,  including  compensation  of 
employes,  incurred  in  collecting  such  fees  and  issuing  such  licenses  and  tags. 

"When  such  licenses  are  issued  to  restrict  the  number  of  persons  who 
may  hunt  antlerless  deer  in  any  designated  county  of  the  Commonwealth  any  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States  residing  within  the  Commonwealth  who  is  a bona  fide 
owner  or  lessee  of  lands  which  lie  within  the  county  declared  open  to  the  hunt- 
ing of  said  deer,  or  any  member  of  the  family  or  household,  or  regularly  hired 
help  of  such  owner  or  lessee,  if  such  person  is  a citizen  of  the  United  States, 
actually  residing  upon  and  cultivating  such  lands,  is  hereby  declared  eligible 
to  hunt  antlerless  deer  without  a resident  hunter’s  license  for  antlerless 
deer  upon  said  property,  and,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  up- 
on the  lands  immediately  adjacent  and  connected  with  his  own  lands,  other  than 
lands  owned  by  or  under  the  control  of  the  Commonwealth. 

"The  terms  "antler less  deer"  and  "deer  without  visible  antlers,"  as 
used  in  this  subsection  or  any  other  provision  of  the  Game  Law  which  this  act 
amends,  are  hereby  defined  to  mean  a deer  without  an  antler  sometimes  called 
horn,  the  term  "antler"  as  herein  used  or  in  any  other  provision  of  the  Game 
Law  which  this  act  amends,  meaning  the  bony  growth  on  the  head  of  a deer 
regardless  of  its  size  or  development. 


"Wlien  the  commission  adopts  and  promulgates  such  rules  and  regulations 
relative  to  resident  and  nonresident  hunters’  licenses  and  tags  for  antlerless 
deer  it  is  unlawful  for  any  person  other  than  a landowner  or  lessee  of  tlie 
county  or  a ruember  of  his  household,  as  hereinbefore  enumerated,  to  hunt  for 
antlerless  deer  without  a resident  or  nonresident  hunter’s  license  and  tag  for 
antlerless  deer,  or  to  take  such  deer  contrary  to  .the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  commission. 

"The  tag  issued  with  an  antlerless  deer  license  shall  be  displayed  on 
the  outer  garment  immediately  below  the  regular  resident  or  nonresident  hunting 
license  tag.  Any  person  who  fails  to  display  the  tag  herein  provided  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a fine  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  and  costs  of 
prosecution,  provided  it  shall  be  determined  the  person  has  purchased  a license; 
otherwise,  a penalty  of  twenty  dollars  ($20)  and  costs  of  prosecution  shall  be 
imposed. " 


RESTORING  COMMISSION’S  RIGHT  TO  DESCRIBE  DEER  — ARCHERY  SEASONS 

Section  501,  Subsection  (e),  first  paragraph,  as  amended  by  the  Act 
approved  June  14,  1961,  Act  No.  195,  will  read; 

(e)  Open  Season  For  Hunting  Deer  with  Bows  and  Arrows.--  In  each  year 
in  which  there  is  an  open  season  ^or  hunting  deer  there  shall,  in  addition,  be 
an  open  season  for  hunting  deer  /ef-beth-&eKe_&7  with  bows  and  arrows  exclusively, 
unless  othenvise  declared  by  resolution  of  the  commission,  and  the  provisions 
of  subsection  (c)  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  thereto.  The  duration  and  time 
of  such  additional  open  season,  together  with  the  description  of  the  deer  which 
may  be  lawfully  killed,  shall  each  year  be  fixed  by  the  commission.  During  any 
such  additional  open  season,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt  for,  kill  or  attempt  to 
kill,  any  deer,  without  a license  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  or  with  any  weapon 
other  than  a bow  and  arrow,  or  with  any  bow  other  than  a long  bow  controlled 
without  aid  of  mechanical  means,  or  with  any  arrow  with  any  explosive  in  the  head 
or  shaft."

1960  and  again  in  1961, 

Allocations  of  Antlerless  Deer  Licenses  for  66  of  67  counties 
(Philadelphia  County  excepted)  were  predicated  on  trends  in  the  antlered  deer 
seasons^  crop  damage  and  highway  losses^  winter  mortality,  range  conditions 
and  the  reproductive  capacity  of  the  herd, 

A total  of  229,535  licenses  were  issued  for  the  1960  season 
(December  i?)  which  resulted  in  a harvest  of  29,059  antlerless  deer, 

A harvest  of  16,289  deer  was  realised  from  the  issuance  of  210,840  licenses 
during  the  1961  season,  December  18, 

The  cumulative  effect  of  hunting  regulations  designed  to  produce 
mximum  hunting  opportunities  and,  at  the  same  time,  assure  a carry-over  of  a 
maximum.  breed:ing  stock  in  keeping  with  existing  food  supplies  is  evident  in 
many  of  the  forested  areas  of  the  State,  It  is  gratifying  to  enlightened 
sportsmen,  foresters,  fanners  and  game  managers  to  see  some  of  the  heavily 
overbrowsed  deer  range  beginning  to  st^ge  a comeback.  Improving  range  con- 
ditions and  decreasing  danmge  to  agricultural  crops  indicate  that  the  Com- 
mission's deer  nanagement  program  is  paying  dividends  in  the  form  of  a better 
balance  between  the  deer  herd  and  its  food  supply.

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Hunting  Accident s 

The  Commission  used  every  means  at  its  disposal  to  promote  hxmt- 
ing  safety.  This  included  releases  to  the  press^  radio  and  television^  talks 
by  Commission  personnel  snortsmen^  motion  pictures^  posters^,  and  educational 
material  included  in  a Digest  of  Hunting  and  Trapping  Regulations  issued  vith 
every  hunting  license.  While  some  mishaps  occurred^,  it  is  believed  the  vigorous 
campaign  produced  worthwhile  results. 

During  the  two-year  period  there  were  50  fatal  and  979  non-fa tal 
accidents.  There  was  one  fatal  accident  for  every  39,514  hunters,  based  on 
the  two-year  average  of  987,856  hunters,  A 38-year  compilation  (1924-1961)  of 
these  accidents  shows  an  average  of  35  fatal  casualties  annually,  40,9^  of  them 
self-inflicted.  During  this  long  period,  the  average  was  one  fatality  for  every 
20,559  hunters,  based  on  an  average  of  719,569  hunters  per  year. 


Ross  Leffler  School  of  Conservation 

In  Service  Training  - Seven  Refresher  Classes  of  one  week  each  were  provided  for 
the  salaried  field  force  of  the  Game  Commission  between  June  6,  1960  and  August  6, 
1960,  The  entire  field  complement  (175),  excepting  three  men  incapacitated  by 
illness  or  injury,  attended  the  classes.  The  schedule  provided  for  thirty-nine 
50-minute  periods  for  instruction  covering  all  phases  of  the  Commission'^ s programs. 

Deputy  Training  Classes  - Between  April  23,  1961  and  July  15,  1961,  six  classes  of 
one  week  each,  were  provided  for  Deputy  Game  Protectors.  This  was  a new  effort  in 
providing  training  for  the  Deputy  Game  Protectors  who  were  invited  to  attend  the 
training  classes  on  a voluntary  basis.  Those  who  attended  did  so  on  their  own  time 
and  expense,  only  board  and  lodging  at  the  School  were  provided.  A total  of  153 
Deputies  attended  the  classes  and  it  was  gratifying  to  note  many  more  indicated  a 
desire  to  receive  the  training.  Unfortunately,  it  was  not  possible  to  accommodate 
them  because  of  the  limited  facilities.  Instruction  emphasized  Public  Relations, 
Law  Enforcement  and  Land  Management. 


Enrollment  of  Eleventh  Student  Class  - Public  announcement  of  the  enrollment  of  the 
Eleventh  Student  Class  was  made  October  16,  1961.  A class  of  twenty-one  men  was 
selected  by  written,  oral  and  physical  examination  from  432  who  had  filed  applica- 
tions. Those  selected  had  attained  the  highest  composite  score  and  all  accepted  the 
invitation  to  enroll  and  began  training  March  25,  1962.  The  class  scheduled  to  com- 
plete training  February  9,  1963  has  been  reduced  to  twenty  men  by  one  resignation. 


Outdoor-Conservation  Education  Workshops  - Two  Workshops  were  conducted  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  on  November  1-3,  1960  and  October  30 
to  November  2,  1961,  Supervisory  personnel  of  counties  and  school  districts  in 
Northwestern  Pennsylvania  were  invited  to  participate.  Representatives  of  conserva- 
tion agencies  presented  ways  and  means  available  to  project  conservation  instruction 
into  the  public  schools. 


Miscellaneous  - Facilities  at  the  School  were  utilized  for  two  extensive  conservation 
courses  conducted  for  Sixth  Grade  students  of  the  Brockway  Area  Schools.  Representa- 
tives of  the  various  conservation  agencies  in  the  Commonwealth  presented  the  program 
at  the  May  1961  assembly.  Student  officers  in  training  provided  the  May  1962  instruc- 
tion for  a full  day,  which  was  received  by  much  favor  and  enthusiasm  by  the  Brockway 
School  officials. 


Open  House  was  held  at  the  School  in  conjunction  with  the  Brockway  125th 
Anniversary  Celebration  in  July  1961,  This,  along  with  many  groups  of  Boy  Scouts, 
4-H,  FFA  and  others,  who  have  been  entertained,  provided  the  public  an  opportunity  to 
learn  of  the  many  wildlife  management  programs  of  the  Commission  and  the  thorough 
training  Game  Protectors  receive  to  provide  better  service  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth, 
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Hunter  Safety  Training 


The  Hunter  Safety  Training  Program  in  Pennsylvania  is  oi>erating 
imder  a voluntary  system  of  training ayoung  people  in  the  safe  handling  of 
firearms  and  archery  equipment.  As  of  June  30,  1962,  2107  instructors  have 
been  certified  during  this  biennium.  The  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission 
hunter  safety  course  has  been  given  to  15,399  students,  principally  between 
the  ages  of  12  and  16,  during  the  two-year  period.  Itony  organizations  are 
cooperating  with  the  Hunter  Safety  Program,  such  as  sportsmens*  organizations, 
civic  groups,  schools  and  colleges. 

Public  Relations  and  related  activities  to  promote  Hunter  Safety 

have  beens 


1,  News  releases  pertaining  to  hunter  safety  are  distributed  to 
all  news  agencies  from  Harrisburg  and  Field  Division  level, 

2,  Feature  articles  are  published  in  Pennsylvania  GAME  NEWS  on 
hunting  safety  and  one  page  each  month  is  devoted  to  hunter  safety  education, 

3,  Television  shorts  have  been  used  by  24  television  stations 
and  radio  stations  throughout  the  Commonwealth  have  cooperated  by  using  numer- 
ous hunter  safety  announcements, 

4,  Television  stations  carried  out  programs  with  Commission 
hunter  safety  film  and  many  stations  had  live  programs  with  Commission  per- 
sonnel presenting  the  Hunter  Safety  Program, 

5,  The  Commission  incorporates  Firearm  Safety  Education  as  a 
part  of  the  Information-Education  Program, 

6,  Commission  personnel  presented  approximately  five  hundred 
one-hour  instructional  courses  at  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  with  approxi- 
nately  100,000  students  in  attendance, 

7,  Hunter  Safety  has  been  presented  at  2500  other  meetings  over 
Pennsylvania  by  the  Commission  and  at  numerous  conservation  workshops  for 
teachers, 

8,  The  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission  has  assisted  and  participated 
in  a Hunter  Safety  Poster  Contest  conducted  by  the  Pennsylvania  Rural  Safety 
Council  and  the  Pennsylvania  State  University.  A $1,000  allocation  has  been 
made  to  the  Coimcil  each  year  to  further  this  program. 


Junior  Conservation  Camp 


The  Commission  furnished  instructors  and  material  assistance  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Junior  Conservation  Camp  in  Huntingdon  County,  sponsored 
annually  by  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Sportsmen* s Clubs,  This  outdoor 
conservation  training  was  given  to  more  than  350  high  school  boys  in  eight 
separate  groups  during  the  summer  of  1960  and  1961, 


Information-Education  Section 

Public  Information  Services  - In  order  to  keep  the  public,  especially  the 
sportsmen,  fully  informed  on  the  Commission's  programs,  policies  and  finances, 
a weekly  newsletter  and  many  special  news  releases  were  nailed  to  all  mass 
communications  media.  The  list  included  more  than  300  newspaper  and  magazine 
editors,  more  than  175  outdoor  writers  and  sports  editors,  166  radio  and  tele- 
vision stations,  as  well  as  Commission  employes  and  Deputy  Game  Protectors, 

More  than  30,000  letters  and  postcards  were  received  during  this 
period  from  school  children,  outdoor  writers,  legislators  and  other  persons 
interested  in  Pennsylvania  wildlife  and  the  Commission’s  management  programs.

In  most  cases,  these  could  be  a s^rered  with  letters  and  packets  of  free  publi- 
cations, but  hundreds  of  requesrs  required  special  research  and  individual 
replies. 

Lecture  Programs  and  Speeches  - The  Commission’s  field  and  office  personnel 
presented  over  3,000  programs  and  speeches  before  more  than  748,000  people 
during  these  two  years.  The  demand  for  this  type  of  information  service  in- 
creased more  than  20%  over  the  previous  biennium  as  more  and  more  service  clubs, 
sportsmen’s  clubs,  youth  groups  and  schools  become  interested  iii  outdoor  recre- 
ation and  Pennsylvania’s  wildlife  iranagenent  program. 

Exhibits  - Large  exhibits  of  native  wildlife  and  educational  displays  were  con- 
structed for  the  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show  in  larrisburg,  the  Philadelphia  Voter 
Boat  and  Sportsmen’s  Show,  the  Allegheny  County  Free  Fair,  the  Pennsylvania 
Outdoor  Recreation  and  Sportsmen’s  Show  in  Harrisburg,  More  than  300  smaller 
exhibits  were  displayed  by  field  officers  at  county  fairs,  sportsmen’s  field 
days,  and  other  public  gatherings  throughout  the  State. 

Visual  Aids  - The  Commission  contracted  with  a commercial  producer  in  the 
production  of  a special  feature  film  on  Pennsylvania  deer  management,  the 
filming  of  which  progressed  throughout  the  biennium.  In  addition.  Commission 
personnel  filmed  and  prepared  script  for  nine  (9)  onenninute  TV  ’’Spots”  which 
were  produced  and  sent  to  24  television  stations  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

A 48-slide  lecture  was  prepared  and  duplicated  for  use  in  the  six  field  divi- 
sions as  well  as  by  Harrisburg  Headquarters  personnel.  Another  slide  lecture 
was  prepared  for  use  during  National  Wildlife  Week  in  March  1961. 

Cooperative  Educational  Programs  - The  Commission  continued  financial  aid  to 
Carnegie  Museum,  Pittsburgh;  The  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences, Philadelphia ; 
the  Conservation  Education  Laboratory  for  Teachers,  Pennsylvania  State  Uni- 
versity; Future  Farmers  of  America,  and  4-M  Clubs  in  cooperative  conservation 
education  programs  and  exhibits;  and  the  Pennsylvania  Rural  Safety  Council, 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Harrisburg,  A Wildlife  Corservation  Award 
Program  was  continued  for  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts  and  other  major  youth  groups. 
More  than  1,200  badges  were  presented  to  members  of  these  groups  who  success- 
fully met  requirements  for  this  award. 

GAME  NEWS  and  Other  Publications  - The  Game  Commission’s  official  monthly  pub- 
lication ’’PENNSYLVANIA  GAME  NEWS”  continued  to  be  published  throughout  the 
period,  breaking  all  previous  circulation  records.  Paid  circulation  during 
these  two  years  averaged  65,000  per  month  with  the  June  1962  paid  circulation 
hitting  an  all-time  high  of  77,334,  An  additional  23,000  copies  were  mailed 
each  month  on  a complimentary  basis  to  Members  of  the  Legislature,  other  Penn- 
sylvania governmental  agencies,  other  State  and  Federal  conservation  agencies, 
schools  and  college  libraries  throughout  Pennsylvania,  Deputy  Gam.e  Protectors, 
landowners  enrolled  in  the  Commission’s  Cooperative  Farm-Game  Program.  (12,000) 
and  Safety  Zone  Program  (7,000),  outdoor  writers,  newspapers,  etc. 

GAME  NEWS  is  recognized  as  a leader  in  its  field  on  both  State 
and  National  levels.  In  addition  to  having  subscribers  in  all  50  States, 

GAME  NEWS  goes  to  19  foreign  countries  each  month.

BIENNIAL  REPORT  - JUNE  1,  I96O  to  JUNE  30,  1962 


CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE 


New  construction  during  the  Biennium  included  1^.9  bridges, 
1|6.5  miles  of  roads,  7 gates  and  1?  metal  storage  buildings  and 
9 miles  of  fire  trails.  This  construction  aided  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Game  Lands  for  better  wildlife  production.  The  winter 
feeding  of  wild  turkeys  was  augmented  by  the  construction  of  2 
corn  cribs  and  586  turkey  feeders. 

Construction  on  Propagation  Area  No,  77  (Goose  Area) 
included  the  construction  of  7 marsh  ponds  totaling  39  acres, 

1000  linear  feet  of  dike  construction  and  concrete  water  control 
structure,  ditch  development  for  waterfowl  on  I4.  marsh  areas — » 

100  feet  wide  and  l50  feet  long. 

Construction  on  State  Game  Lands  No.  213  (Dnck  Farm) 
included  one,  1 acre  flood  control  and  water  supply  reservoir, 
one  l\.  acre  duck  holding  pond,  two  1 acre  ponds  adjacent  to 
duck  nesting  sites,  excavation  and  rough  grading  for  future 
duck  rearing  pond,  1^2  acres  of  land  cleared  for  construction, 
ipL|.00  linear  feet  of  marsh  pond  dikes  constructed,  ll^.  acres  of 
water  impounded  through  use  of  dikes,  1100  linear  feet  of  low 
dikes  repaired,  impounding  10  acres  of  water,  3 upland  ponds 
totaling  ij.  acres  and  1200  linear  feet  of  ditching  by  dragline 
to  improve  drainage. 

One  marsh  pond  totaling  2,5  acres  was  constructed  on 
State  Game  Lands  No,  233,  s^nd  beneficially  affected  many  more 
acres. 

Boundary  lines  were  maintained  or  established  on 
l4J|.00  miles.  Also,  maintenance  work  was  carried  out  on  1300 
miles  of  roads,  6I44  miles  of  fire  trails,  24.00  turkey  feeders 
and  over  101,000  acres  of  refuges,  propagation  areas  and 
other  special  projects,  plus  all  Commi ssi on- owned  buildings, 
gates  and  other  equipment. 

Approximately  28  small  marsh  areas  totaling  209 
acres  were  maintained. 


FOOD  AND  COVER  DEVELOPMENT 

Timber  mapping  field  work  was  completed  on  125»040 
acres  involving  12  Game  Lands*  Timber  inventory  maps  were 
prepared  for  3 Game  Lands  involving  24,323  acres.  Timber 
inventory  maps  were  revised  for  6 Game  Lands  involving 
16,200  acres.  Timber  stand  improvement  surveys  were  made  for 
15  Game  Lands,  These  surveys  covered  l504  acres  with  esti- 
mated volumes  of  3i  million  board  feet  of  sawlogs,  2100  cords 
of  paperwood  plus  57  miles  of  strips  for  bulldosing.  Pre- 
liminary timber  surveys  for  possible  sales  were  made  on  4 
Game  Lands,  totaling  2,000  acres. 

The  sale  of  forest  products  improved  food  and  cover 
conditions  on  more  than  21,000  acres  of  Game  Lands.  Payment 
in  the  amount  of  $279,923,80  was  received  from  local  timber 
operators.  These  sales  included  5,418,975  board  feet  of  saw- 
logs,  1,664.6  tons  of  mine  timbers,  29,118.34  cords  of  pulp- 
wood,  284,842  posts  and  props  and  300  Christmas  trees. 
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In  addition  to  the  areas  of  State  Game  Lands  improved 
for  wildlife  through  timber  sales,  an  additional  8,836  acres 
were  treated  by  various  methods  on  Game  Lands  and  Allegheny 
National  Forest  including  dear-cuttings,  treatment  by  bull- 
dozer, thinnings  and  release  cuttings.  More  than  15,000  trees, 
mostly  apple  were  pruned.  Wildlife  on  approximately  l50,000 
acres  of  surrounding  Game  Lands,  Department  of  Forests  and 
Waters  and  Federal  land  benefited  from  these  operations. 

Woodland  borders,  field  borders,  road  and  trail  sides 
were  also  cut.  These  cuttings  usually  are  50  feet  or  less  in 

width.  This  type  of  cutting  totaled  2,628  acres.  Also, 

another  l52  acres  previously  cut  and  grown  up  was  recut.  Much 

of  this  cutting  was  adjacent  to  food  plots  and  the  removal  of 

shade  increased  growth  beneficial  to  wildlife. 

During  the  Biennium  799  plots  totaling  1,262,9  acres 
of  reverting  fields  and  semi-open  forested  areas  were  cleared 
and  planted  to  small  grains,  grasses  and  legumes.  These  plots 
and  other  plots  on  Game  Lands,  Allegheny  National  Forest  and 
leased  areas  planted  to  grains,  grasses  and  legumes  totaled 
7,86I|..2  acres  on  3,781  separate  plots.  An  additional  1836 
plots  totaling  3,126,5  acres  were  seeded  to  cover  crops  to 
improve  wildlife  habitat.  Old  field  areas  and  food  plots  in 
the  amount  of  l8,751|-o3  were  mowed;  1^,995.7  acres  limed; 

6,359.6  acres  fertilized  and  stones  picked  from  2,246,3  acres. 

Sharecroppers  planted  5,209.9  acres  on  Game  Lands 
to  grains  and  1,110.8  acres  to  legumes  and  grasses.  The  Com- 
mission received  from  these  sharecroppers,  as  its  share, 

32,411  bushels  of  harvested  grain  and  10,648  bushels  of  grain 
left  standing  on  the  food  plots  for  use  by  wildlife.  Soil 
conservation  practices  and  techniques  are  used  on  all  share- 
cropped  areas.  Many  of  these  areas  have  been  used  locally  as 
a demonstration  area. 

Purchase  of  food  strips  on  private  land  provided 
supplemental  game  food  on  land  open  to  public  hunting. 

Through  this  program  50,6  acres  of  corn  and  small  grain  was 
left  standing  on  private  land  adjacent  to  wildlife  habitat. 

This  grain  was  purchased  in  small  plots  ranging  in  size  from 
1/8  to  3/4  acre. 

A total  of  2,712,892  tree,  shrub  and  vine  seedlings 
were  planted  on  Game  Lands  and  Allegheny  National  Forest  to 
improve  food  and  cover  for  wildlife  on  an  estimated  846  acres. 

The  Howard  Nursery  produced  a total  of  10,235,550 
seedlings.  All  seedlings  needed  for  Game  Lands,  leased  land 
and  Farm-Game  Projects  were  secured  from  the  nursery  pro- 
duction, Those  not  required  for  these  areas  were  distributed 
to  conservation  organizations. 

The  winter  feeding  program  during  the  Biennium 
resulted  in  field  personnel  distributing  352,074  bushels  of 
ear-corn  and  other  grains,  of  which  219,122  bushels  were 
distributed  during  the  severe  winter  of  I96O-6I,  Many 
sportsmen  cooperated  in  this  program, 

A cutting  program  initiated  in  the  last  Biennium  on 
Department  of  Forests  and  Waters  lands  was  considerably  en- 
larged. This  program  is  designed  to  improve  the  stands  of 
pole-size  timber,  furnish  deer  browse  for  immediate  use  and 
improve  future  browse  and  cover  conditions.  This  program  was 
activated  in  Potter,  Tioga,  Lycoming,  Clearfield,  Clinton, 
Centre,  Union,  Huntingdon,  Fulton,  Somerset,  Jefferson  and 
Pike  Counties,  A total  of  1,427.7  acres  were  treated. 
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FARM- GAME  CCXDPERATIVE  SECTION 


The  Cooperative  Farm-Game  Program  which  is  still  one 
of  the  Commission’s  best  farmer-sportsmen  relation  projects, 
totaled  1,295,208  acres  and  included  I63  projects  consisting 
of  11,880  farms  located  in  5l  counties,  as  of  June  30,  1982* 

Since  the  last  Biennium  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  102,978  acres  consisting  of  8I4.7  farms  in  the  Farm-Game 
Program,  Four  projects  were  cancelled  and  two  new  projects 
estab 1 1 shed , 

Seedlings  distributed  to  Farm-Game  Cooperators  for 
food  and  cover  plantings  totaled  l4.,42i4.,  9l5«  34-1,135  seedlings 

were  planted  by  the  Commission  on  cooperating  farms.  Com- 
mission personnel  cut  1,4-98  acres  of  woodland  borders  on  co- 
operating farms  during  the  Biennium,  l58  strips  of  standing 
grains  totaling  50,8  acres  were  purchased  for  winter  feeding 
of  wildlife. 


SAFETY  ZONE  PROGPAM 

This  major  program  was  developed  to  open  privately- 
owned  land  to  public  hunting.  Each  farm  in  the  program  con- 
tains a minimum  of  50  acres  and  the  Game  Commission  gives 
each  cooperator  safety  zone  signs  to  post  around  buildings  on 
the  property, 

A total  number  of  8,777  farms,  containing  1,14-5,570 
acres,  were  open  to  hunting  during  the  past  season.  Since  the 
last  Biennium  this  is  an  increase  of  2,938  farms  containing 
570,4-81  acres. 


LAND  TITLES  AND  RECORDS 

As  of  June  30,  1982,  the  total  area  of  Game  Lands 
owned  by  the  Commission  was  970,94-0o055  acres,  divided  into 
219  units.  This  was  a gain  of  30,779o585  acres  and  nine 
units  during  the  Biennium,  all  of  which  has  been  surveyed. 

The  Commission  paid  a total  of  $5,030,580,4i]-  for  the 
purchase  of  all  of  the  Game  Lands  owned  at  the  end  of  the 
Biennium,  or  an  average  of  approximately  $5o I8  per  acre. 
Purchases  completed  during  this  Biennium  amounted  to 
$837,74-0,05,  or  an  average  of  approximately  $27»22  per  acre. 

The  total  area  of  all  game  management  projects,  in- 
cluding those  on  lands  owned  by  the  Commission,  as  well  as 
those  on  land  owned  by  others,  and  including  refuges  in  State 
Forests  and  all  other  public  lands,  increased  from  2,205, 394-®23 
acres  to  2,338,980,3  75=. 


FEDERAL  AID  IN  WILDLIFE  RESTORAT ION 

During  the  Biennium  the  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission, 
received  $l,030,804-o4^  in  Federal  Aid  in  Wildlife  Restoration 
Funds  for  use  by  the  Division  of  Land  Management  for  wildlife 
habitat  improvement  work  and  acquisition  of  State  Game  Lands, 

Of  this  amount  $994-, 800,4-2  was  spent  for  habitat  improvement 
work  on  State  Game  Lands,  Cooperative  Farm  Game  Projects, 
private  lands  and  other  State  and  Federal  lands,  $38,204-,00 
was  spent  for  acquisition  of  State  Game  Lands,  For  this  amount 
of  Federal  Aid  in  Wildlife  Restoration  money  received,  the 
Game  Commission’s  share  of  the  expenditure  was  $34-3,801,4-7, 
making  a total  of  $1 ,374.,4.05»89  spent  for  Federal  Aid  develop- 
ment and  acquisition  projects  during  the  Biennium, 
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DIVISION  OF  LAW  ENFORCEMENT 
BIENNIAL  REPORT  - JUNE  1,  I960  TO  JUNE  30,  1962 


During  the  Biennium  the  Division  of  Law  Enforcement  has  continued 
to  pursue  a vigorous  program  aimed  at  the  punishment  of  wilful,  deliberate 
offenders  of  the  Game  Law.  A greatly  improved  system  for  revocation  of  hunt- 
ing and  trapping  privileges  emphasized  improved  consistency  in  the  imposition 
of  additional  punitive  measures  upon  those  who  persist  in  offending  the  law 
as  well  as  those  of  major  degree  and  including  apparent  wilfulness. 

Training  of  personnel  has  enjoyed  added  impetus  with  emphasis  on 
good  public  relations. 


UNIFORMED  GAME  PROTECTORS 


The  past  two  years  have  shown  steady  improvement  in  making  Pennsyl- 
vania’s Game  Protectors  the  best  equipped  of  any  Conservation  Agency  in  the 
Nation,  A central  store  room  is  maintained  at  Harrisburg  where  most  of  the 
essential  items  of  uniform  are  stocked.  In  our  stock  are  snow  shoes,  Sam 
Bfowne  belts  and  holsters,  shoes,  raincoats,  shirts,  gloves,  hats,  neckties, 
etc.  This  enables  us  to  take  care  of  any  emergency  that  arises.  The  basic 
uniform  composed  of  coats,  trousers  and  shirts  is  manufactured  by  Prison  In- 
dustries which  speeds  up  delivery  of  these  items. 


DEPUTY  GAME  PROTECTORS 


Improvement  of  Pennsylvania’s  Deputy  Game  Protector  force  niimber- 
ing  approximately  1400  has  been  steady.  A new  examination  system  together 
with  a greatly  expanded  in-service  training  program  is  paying  big  dividends 
in  our  law  enforcement  and  public  relations  approach. 

In  furtherance  of  this  training  during  the  past  two  years  in  each 
of  our  six  field  divisions,  one-day  meetings  were  held  in  which  all  deputies 
in  the  Division  were  invited.  The  Harrisburg  Office  Staff  as  well  as  the 
regular  salaried  officers  participated.  The  interest  of  the  deputies  in  these 
meetings  was  well  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  better  than  80^  of  the  depu- 
ties attended  at  their  own  expense. 


PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOUTION  OF  THE  GAME  UW 


Prosecutions  and  penalties  declined  slightly  the  past  two  years 
due  to  the  emphasis  which  is  placed  on  vigorously  piarsuing  the  deliberate 
and  wilful  violations  to  a successful  conclusion,  k high  percentage  of  con- 
victions in  cases  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  indicated  the 
soundness  of  the  prosecutions  being  made.  In  the  past  biennium,  9406  game 
law  violations  were  prosecuted  and  a total  of  $307,651.31  in  penalties 
were  collected.

DEER  PROOF  FENCE  AGREEJ-1ENTS 


As  provided  for  in  Article  XIII,  Section  1301  of  the  Ciame  Law  the  com- 
mission entered  into  agreement  with  nine  (9)  landowners  whose  property  is  open  to 
public  hunting  and  who  are  engaged  in  farming,  fruit  orchards  or  commercial  tree 
nurseries  to  furnish  deer  proof  fencing. 
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Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  the  Commission  purchases  the  fence,  staples, 
and  pays  delivery.  The  landovmer  must  furnish  all  labor,  posts,  erect  and  main- 
tain the  fence.  The  life  expectancy  of  such  fence  is  about  20  years. 

During  the  past  two  fiscal  years  4,680  rods  of  8 foot  fence  and  717 
pounds  of  staples  were  furnished  at  a total  cost  of  $13,496,74  to  the  Commission. 


SPECIAL  PERMITS

Public  Instructions  in  Predator  Ccntrol 

Ihe  continued  high  predator  population  of  most  species  influenced  many 
requests  from  sportsmen^,  farmers 5,  and  conservation-minded  individuals  for  trap- 
ping instructions^  calling  predators  and  talks  on  the  predator  problem* 

The  Supervisor  of  the  Predator  Control  Section  met  with  1375  people, 
addressed  the  State  and  National  Trappers  Associations,  conducted  a complete  course 
of  training  covering  all  of  the  aspects  of  predator  control  at  the  Junior  Con- 
servation Camp,  in-service  training  of  District  Game  Protectors  as  well  as  the 
Student  Officer  group  at  the  Ross  Leffler  School  of  Conservation o 

The  District  Game  Protectors  addressed  351  meetings  on  the  subject 
of  predator  control,  with  8423  persons  in  attendance » Fcx  trapping  was  generally 
the  principle  subject  of  discussiono 

Predator  Control  Equipment 

Ihe  proven  value  of  electronic  equipment  in  crow  control  work  encou- 
raged the  Commission  to  purchase  eleven  additional  units#  The  effectiveness  of 
these  machines  has  further  increased  the  kill  of  the  nest-destroying  crow  and  it 
now  appears  that  the  crow  population  may  be  declining# 

Tb  replace  worn-out  and  broken  traps  the  Commission  piu*chased  fifty 
more  dozen  of  the  #2  coil  spring  traps.  Several  species  of  the  four-footed 
predators  continue  to  increase  their  numbers  and  control  or  reduction  of  these 
animals  is  highly  desirable*  Twelve  hiindred  ounces  of  gland  lure  were  also 
purchased  for  predator  control  work* 

Special  Project 

For  the  oast  two  years,  on  an  experimental  basis,  a system  of  Paid  Pre- 
dator Control  on  Farm  Game  Projects  was  tried.  The  program  was  designed  to 
control  skunks,  opossums,  and  raccoons  on  certain  areas  where  their  numbers  were 
out  of  proportion  to  their  range  and  in  many  cases  causing  loss  to  poultrymen, 
farmers  and  others  as  well  as  the  destruction  of  desirable  wildlife.  The  control 
work  was  conducted  during  the  spring  months,  generally  by  farm  boys  living  on  the 
project  areas*  The  cost  of  removing  these  "undesirables*®  was  slightly  more  than 
one  dollar  per  animal* 

Final  analysis  of  this  work  cannot  be  determined  until  this  fall  when 
field  men  will  make  a hunter- sue cess  comparison  of  these  areas  against  the  ad- 
joining lands*

RADIO  SECTION 


The  radio  section  reports  the  completion  of  the  state  wide  radio 
system  with  its  26  radio  repeater  Relay  towers j 11  control  stations ^ 196  mobile 
radio  cars  and  39  portable  field  units. 

All  portable  field  units  w^^re  tran sister! zed  within  the  past  year^ 
greatly  improving  their  range  and  extending  the  usefulness  for  field  service. 

The  system  now  serves  efficiently^  serving  Law  Enforcement  and  I^nd 
Management  Activities^ along  with  the  many  uses  for  Administrative  purposes  and 
time  saving  contacts.  The  system  is  licensed  under  part  10  of  the  FCC,  noting 
Public  Safety  and  Wildlife  Conservation  Communi.cations, 

It  serves  ijimeasurably  each  day,  expanding  its  services  continu- 
ally, The  system  is  also  used  by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  and  is  one 
of  the  few  dependable  state  systems  that  stands  ready  at  a moments  notice  to 
serve  the  Commonwealth  for  any  state  or  National  emergency. 

Radio  system  efficiency  and  continued  improvements  are  supported  by 
continual  engineering  guidance  and  assistance  to  the  service  personnel  working 
in  the  field  with  daily  problems.  These  efforts  will  also  reflect  savings  when 
when  new  service  contracts  are  reviewed.

BIENNIAL  REPORT  - JUNE  1,  I960  TO  JUNE  30,  1962 


Oil  and  Gas  Leases 


Eight  (8)  new  Oil  and  Gas  Leases  were  executed,  five  (5)  leases  were  con- 
veyed to  the  Commission  with  acreage  acquired  for  State  Game  Lands,  and  nine  (9)  leases 
previously  in  existance  wei*e  serviced  during  the  period.  Of  these  older  leases  one  was 
surrendered.  During  the  previous  biennium  only  four  (U)  new  leases  and  six  (6)  others 
previous !ly  in  existance  were  supervised. 

The  Commission  received  natural  gas  production  royalties  and  land  rental 
from  the  leased  acreage  as  follows:

The  New  York  State  Natural  Gas  Corporation,  due  to  existing  court  proceedings 
over  ownership  of  the  Oil  and  Gas  Rights  in  a lease  covering  Tract  No.  93  in  Clearfield 
County,  has  withheld  royalties  totaling  $17,057 »66  covering  payments  due  on  366,832,000 
cubic  feet  of  natural  gas.  The  Department  of  Justice  is  continuing  action  to  prove 
title  and  collect  these  payments. 

During  the  period,  personnel  cooperated  with  the  Department  of  Forests  and 
Waters  and  the  Department  of  Justice  in  the  issuance  of  a new  basic  Oil  and  Gas  Lease 
form,  which  has  standard  wording  and  is  being  utilized  idien  leasing  Oil  and  Gas  Rights 
in  State  Forests  and  State  Game  Lands.  This  improved  lease  form  encourages  leasing  of 
larger  acreages  of  Commonwealth -owned  lands  and  should  result  in  increased  land  rentals 
and  production  royalties. 


Coal  Stripping  Permits 


Eleven  (11)  permits,  issued  to  individuals  or  companies  owning  coal  underlying 
State  Game  Lands,  yielded  an  income  to  the  Commission  as  follows: 

Surface  damage  royalties  for  strip-mining  of  reserved  coal  - 
712,520.37  tons  mined  - $83,310.82 

This  was  an  increase  over  the  total  of  $76,U35»72  received  for  6U5,727»3c 
tons  mined  the  previous  biennium.  Mining  operations  were  periodically  checked  by- 
office  and  field  employees.  Backfilling,  leveling  and  planting  of  strip-mined  ar-eas 
were  supervised. 


Fire  Clay  Permit 


The  reclamation  of  a previously  stripped  area  progressed  satisfactorily 
during  this  period.  The  Lessee,  although  market  conditions  were  not  the  best,  mined 
fire  clay  per  terms  of  a new  lease,  providing  an  income  to  the  Game  Find  as  follows: 

21,U59.10  tons  of  fire  clay  mined  - $7,725.27 

This  represented  a decided  increase  over  the  payment  of  $2,755*13  paid  to  the  Commis- 
sion for  7#653.1  tons  of  clay  mined  the  previous  biennium. 

Backfilling  was  completed  on  over  half  of  the  previously  stripped  area,  but 
is  being  delayed  while  clay  is  salvaged  from  the  old  spoil  piles.  These  leveled  areas 
will  be  planted  after  suitable  time  has  elapsed  to  allow  the  soil  to  become  stabilized. 
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DIVISION  OF  PROPAGATION 


BIENNIAL  REPORT  JUNE  1,  I960  TO  JUNE  30,  1962 


The  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission  operated  six  game  farms  during  the 
biennium,  three  for  the  production  of  ringneck  pheasants,  one  for  wild  turkeys, 
one  for  bobwhite  quail  and  one  for  wild  vaterfowl. 

Production  at  the  pheasant  farms  has  been  maintained  at  full  capacity 
and  208,309  pheasants  were  raised  and  released.  Pheasants  purchased  from  commercial 
breeders  and  released  totaled  108,668. 

The  program  of  furnishing  pheasant  chicks  to  sportsmen^ s organizations  and 
farmers  was  continued.  They  were  furnished  441»099  chicks  of  which  384,348  were 
raised  to  12  weeks  of  age  and  released.  This  is  an  average  of  over  87%  raised  as 
compared  to  52^  in  1945  when  the  program  was  enlarged.  Medication  for  the  prevention 
of  coccidiosis  has  been  used  in  the  starting  feed  for  the  past  two  years.  Farmers 
co-operating  in  this  program  are  paid  $1.00  for  each  healthy  normal  pheasant  raised 
and  turned  over  to  a game  protector  for  release. 

Beginning  with  the  spring  of  I960,  cockbirds  only  have  been  released  in  the 
northern,  non-pheasant  section  of  the  state,  (see  map).  Very  little  natural  reprod- 
uction takes  place  in  this  area,  therefore  only  pheasants  which  are  legal  game  are 
made  available  through  stocking. 

Production  at  the  State  Wild  Turkey  Farm  was  maintained  and  11,512  turkeys 
were  raised  and  released.  Two  wild  turkey  laying  pens  were  used  in  1961;  one  in 
Clinton  County  on  SGL  #89  near  Farrandsville  and  the  other  in  Lycoming  County  on  State 
Forest  Land  near  Waterville.  Game  farm  turkey  hens  were  placed  in  these  pens  where 
they  were  mated  by  wild  toms.  The  eggs  from  these  pens  were  incubated  at  the  turkey 
farm  and  the  poults  raised  were  used  to  introduce  wild  blood  into  the  farm  breeding 
stock. 


Each  of  the  six  field  divisions  has  a turkey  hardening  pen  located  in  a 
mountainous  section.  Twelve  week  old  game  farm  toms  are  placed  in  these  enclosures  and 
hardened  for  six  to  eight  weeks  before  liberated  during  the  month  of  October. 

Game  farm  production  of  bobwhite  quail  was  increased  slightly  and  27,506  were 
raised  and  released.  Over  20,000  quail  eggs  and  7,000  quail  chicks  are  shipped  each 
year  to  farmers,  boy  scouts,  F.F.A.,  and  other  youth  organizations.  Quail  raised  in 
this  program  are  released  in  the  area  where  raised.  Some  wild  trapped  quail  have  been 
imported  from  Michigan  and  stocked  on  quail  range  in  an  effort  to  establish  breeding 
stock  of  hardier  northern  quail. 

The  Game  Commission  rabbit  trapping  and  transfer  program  during  the  month  of 
January  and  early  February  to  remove  rabbits  from  towns,  parks  and  other  areas  closed 
to  hunting  produced  101,395  rabbits  for  release  in  open  hunting  territory.  The  Game 
Commission  furnishes  traps  to  authorized  agents  who  trap  the  animals  and  turn  them  over 
to  the  game  protector  for  release. 

The  rearing  and  release  of  mallard  ducks  was  continued  at  the  Wild  Waterfowl 
Fam  and  21,649  were  banded  and  released  on  marshes,  beaver  dams,  streams  and  ponds 
developed  on  state  game  lands.  From  the  captive  flock  of  Canada  geese  and  through  purchases 
and  gifts,  594  geese  were  banded  and  released.

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DIVISION  OF  RESEARCH 


BIENNIAL  REPORT  - JUNE  1,  1960  to  JUNE  30,  1962 


Federal  legislation  provides  that  certain  funds  as  an  excise  tax 
on  the  manufacturers  of  sporting  arms  and  ammunition  be  earmarked  for 
carrying  on  approved  wildlife  research.  This  work  in  the  Commonwealth,  as 
in  other  states,  has  been  financed  on  a matching  money  basis.  The  Game 
Commission  contributes  2b%  to  the  total  cost  of  wildlife  research;  the 
remaining  lb%  is  underwritten  by  the  Federal  Government  through  Pittman- 
Robertson  funds. 

The  chief  function  of  the  Division  of  Research  is  to  uncover 
important  facts  concerning  the  status  of  Pennsylvania's  wildlife  popula- 
tions and  translate  these  findings  into  recommendations  for  the  sound 
management  of  this  renewable  resource.  Due  to  the  growing  human  popula- 
tion and  attendant  loss  of  land  open  to  public  hunting,  the  work  of  the 
Division  has  become  complex  and  extremely  varied. 

Maintaining  a check  on  the  numbers  of  wildlife  and  fluctuations 
in  size  of  populations  from  season  to  season  and  year  to  year  by  direct 
and  indirect  inventory  methods  received  major  emphasis.  In  addition  to 
determining  numbers,  biologists  studied  the  condition  of  wildlife  habitat 
to  determine  changes  in  quantity  and  quality,  and  to  learn  whether  or  not 
the  game  populations  were  in  balance  with  natural  food  supplies.  Studies 
were  also  conducted  to  determine  ways  in  which  habitat  can  be  manipulated, 
maintained  and  improved  for  various  game  species.  These  and  other  respon- 
sibilities, including  wildlife  disease  investigations,  life  history  and 
food  habits  studies,  effects  of  hunting  pressure  and  reproductive  capaci- 
ties occupied  the  attention  of  the  Division. 

Ten  biologists  worked  on  seven  projects  during  the  1960-1962 
biennium.  A brief  review  of  the  accomplishments  resulting  from  investiga- 
tions that  were  in  force  indicate  the  wide  range  of  research  efforts. 

White-tailed  Deer  Study  - Information  concerning  population 
dynamics  and  carrying  capacity  of  the  range  served  as  a basis  for  deer 
management  programs  and  policies.  Reported  antlered  deer  harvests  in  1960 
and  1961  of  38,776  and  38,705  animals,  respectively,  indicate  the  degree 
to  which  the  Commission  has  been  able  to  afford  highly  acceptable  hunting 
and,  at  the  same  time,  maintain  the  herd  at  a level  more  compatible  with 
current  range  conditions. 

Experimental  Management  of  the  Conemaugh  River  Reservoir  and  An 
Evaluation  of  Habitat  Development  for  Wildlife  - These  two  studies,  which 
entailed  an  analysis  of  current  habitat  management  practices  and  the  de- 
velopment of  new  techniques  for  establishing  and  maintaining  wildlife  food 
and  cover,  have  resulted  in  improvements  in  the  Commission's  overall  land 
management  program. 

Woodcock  Management  Study  - The  establishment  of  food  and  cover 
requirements  as  well  as  other  life  history  information  served  as  a basis 
for  species  and  habitat  management. 

Wild  Turkey  Study  - Modifications  in  artificial  propagation 
program,  hunting  season  harvests  and  other  management  efforts  stemmed  from 
this  investigation. 

Snowshoe  Hare  Investigation  - In  addition  to  developing  methods 
for  improvement  of  native  hare  habitat,  findings  served  as  a basis  for  re- 
introduction  attempts  into  unoccupied  range. 

Ring-necked  Pheasant  Study  - Begun  in  July,  1961,  this  study  was 
designed  to  up-date  present  stocking  and  management  programs  so  as  to  keep 
abreast  of  changing  agricultural  practices  and  demands  on  the  resource. 
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Additional  studies  dealing  with  the  effects  of  various  timber 
management  practices  on  forest  wildlife  species  were  conducted  coopera- 
tively with  the  Pennsylvania  State  University,  U.  S.  Forest  Service  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Forests  and  Waters.
